Chief Buchan Makes 


Four Appointments 


Chief C. Edward Buchan has 
taken steps to relieve the manpow- 
er shortage which has existed here 
for the past several months by ap- 
pointing two provisional members 
of the Andover permanent fire de- 
partment. The two are veterans, 
one, Hector J. Keith, a veteran of 
World Wars I and II, and the oth- 
er, John Deyermond, saw active 
service and has received a medical 
discharge for wounds received in 
action.

‘Chief Buchan also appointed two 
regular call firemen to the depart- 
ment, effective April 1. They are 
Wilson Crawford, 122 North Main 
street, also a veteran of the pres- 
ent war, and Paul D. Carey, 79 
Summer street. : 


There are two more permanent 
provisional appointments to be 
made and it is probable that other 
positions as call firemen will be 
filled within a few weeks. 


School Board Seeks 
Way of Saying Coal 


The school committee held a 
special meeting Tuesday evening to 
award the coal bids for the coming 
year anid to vote on the rules and 
regulations for the coming year. 


Cross Coal Co. and Bernard L. 
McDonald Coal Co. submitted iden- 
tical bids of $9.79 per ton for 165 
tons of New River coal and $9.54 
per ton for 500 tons of nut and 
slack. The contract was divided 
evenly between the two companies. 


Mr. Cross, who just returned 
from a Regional Coal Distributors’ 
meeting, informed the Board that 
the schools must cut their con- 
sumption of coal by 20% between 
April 1 of this year and April 1, 
1946. The Committee considered 
closing the schools for a long va- 
cation period at Christmas time or 
at some other period during the 
winter, or going without heat from 
May 1 to October 1. It is probable 
that the Auditorium will not be 
heated from now until Fall for out- 
side meetings. No definite action 
was taken and the matter was re- 
ferred to the Building and Grounds 
committee, who will make a specific 
recommendation at the next regu- 
lar meeting, April 10. 

It was voted to introduce into the 
fifth grade next year a course in 
Nature Study under the auspices of 
the Audubon society, who will pay

Andover Quota Set 
At 12,000 Lbs. for 


Clothing Collection 

The people of the United States 
will undertake in the month of 
April to secure 150 million pounds 
of good usable clothing which is 
to be sent to thé needy peoples of 
Europe. A committee in Andover 
has been appointed through the of- 
fice of Henry Kaiser, the National 
Chairman and a tentative quota 
of 12,500 pounds has been set. 

The plan of the local committee 
is to make April 15 Clothing Col- 
lection day, patterning this effort 
after.the successful program used 
in paper collection. Everyone is 
urged to go through their clothes 
closets and select clothing which 
can be given for such a worthy 
purpose. The clothing must be 
usable, it should not be worn out. 

If possible the clothing should 
be sorted as follows, and tied up: 
Infants (up to 3 years); Children 
(3 to 8 years); Men’s and Boys’ 
(about nine years and over); Wo- 
men’s and Girls’ (about 9 years and 
over); Shoes (paired and securely

Prize, to Speak Here 


It’s bad enough to be torpedoed 
five times and sunk three times, 
but it’s a lot worse when you can’t 
swim! Larry Allen, Associated 
Press correspondent, who comes 
to George Washington Hall, April 
3, to tell about his war experiences 
—125,000 miles of furious action 
with the British Navy, 20 months 
as a prisoner of the Nazis—spent 
nine weeks persuading British of- 
ficers to break.Admiralty tradition 
and assign him to the Mediterran- 
ean fleet. He finally won his point 
to become the only American cor- 
respondent accredited to the Royal 
Navy in the Mediterranean. 

Allen’s assignment began in 1940 
—during those tense and terrible 
days when the weakened British 
fleet, spread over several oceans, 
was trying desperately to protect 
the Empire's lifeline. 

After serving aboard a British 
destroyer, Allen was assigned to 
the aircraft carrier H.M.S. Illus- 
tnious and it was aboard this colos- 
sus of the deep that he went 
through one of the most harrowing 
experiences of the war at sea. The 
Illustrious in January, 1941, was 
attacked by 150 Nazi planes which 
aimed 100,000 pounds of torpedoes 
and bombs at her in an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to sink the carrier. But 
let Larry Allen, whose stories 
about the British Navy won him the 
Pulitzer Prize as “the best inter- 
national reporter,” tell the story: 

“I reached the bridge just as a 
big German bomb struck the ship. 
There was a shattering blast. Al- 

most simultaneously, a 1000-pound 
bomb crashed alongside and a 
blinding flash seemed to envelope 
the ship, It was the most tremend-

ous, terrifying thing I have ever 
seen. It seemed as if all the fires 
of hell had been kindled. The blast 
of a 1000-pound bomb is so crush- 
ing, so incredible, that there are 
no words to describe it.” 


Magically, the Illustrious came 
through that assault—to live and 
fight another day—and so did Al- 
len . . . to have an even closer 
brush with death aboard the light 
cruiser Galatea, which was sunk 
under his feet. Unable to swim, 
Allen clutched a life belt for 45 
minutes, until he was picked up 
very much waterlogged and half 
dead. 

Larry Allen returned to the 
United States in June, 1944 aboard 
the exchange ship Gripsholm after 
20 months as a prisoner of the 
Nazis. He escaped three times, was 
recaptured each time and in spite 
of physical hardships that would 
haye broken the spirit of many a 
man, he harassed his captors by 
ingeniously contriving to get 
stories smuggled out and by post- 
ing bulletins about the German 
withdrawals on the Bastern Front. 
His subject will be “The next 25 
years in Germany” and the lec- 
ture will start at 8:15. 

Oh, Yes-—Allen is learfning to 
swim!

Staff Sgt. George Milne is a mem- 
ber of the 518th Fighter Squadron, 
406th Fighter Group which has been 


awarded the Bronze Star Medal in 
a citation dated October 6, 1944. It 
was given for meritorious achieve- 
ment as assistant crew maintenance 
chief in connection with military 
operations from May 10 to Sep- 
tmber 14, 1944. 

S/Sgt. Milne as assistant crew 
chief of a P-47 type aircraft has 
performed his duties in a superior 
manner. His plane has completed 
82 consecutive missions in all kinds 
of weather much of it om advanced 
landing grounds where facilities are 
necessarily at a minimum. A good 
share of the work on this plane was 
accomplished at night through the 
use of flashlights with blackout 
lenses in order to maintain black- 
out regulations. At times his plane 
has flown as many as four -mis- 
sions a day and maintenance was 
carried on by S/Sgt. Mine as long 
as 48 and 60 hours at a time with- 
out rest. The above was contained 
in an official news release, which 
was followed by the following de- 
scription: 

Ninth Air Force Headquarters, 
France: A Presidential citation has 
been awarded the 406th Fighter 
bomber group of the Ninth Air 
Force for smashing a huge enemy 
convey between Chateauroux and 
Issouden during the Germans’ head- 
long retreat across France Septem- 
ber 7. ; 

Thirty-six airplanes of the Thun- 
derbolt group, commanded by Col. 
Anthony V. Grossetta, Tucson, 
Ariz., caught the convoy fleeing 
toward the Belfort gap and after 
two separate attacks a 20-mile 
stretch of road was strewn with 
the wreckage of more than 475 ve- 


hicles, including 25 ammunition 
carriers, 
The group, which contains the 


first recket-equipped squadron in 
the European theater, took active 
part in repelling the German at- 
tempt to take Bastogne, Maj. Gen- 
eral Anthony C. McAuliffe, com- 
manding the 101st Airborne In- 
fantry during the siege, described 
the unit’s work as the best air co- 
operation ‘‘I have ever seen.”

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Tchelitchew Sketches 
- At Addison Gallery 


Four years ago Hide and Seek by 
‘Pavel Tchelitchew, supplemented 
by preliminary sketches was pre- 
t sented to the Andover public and it 
i attracted a great deal of attention 
i and comment at the time. Interest 
j was shown by a heavy attendance 
H at the Addison Gallery and the re- 
F quest that more of the work of this 
a artist be brought to Andover. As a 
i result, there is on exhibition at the 
ais Gallery a collection of 48 drawings 
by Tchelitchew covering a span of 
16 years, 


An exhibition of drawings is what 
might be called an “undress show” 
—the sketches are a record of the 
preliminary and incipient ideas of 
the artist before they are pushed 
into the final state of a completed 
picture and, although they are 
Zz therefore “unfinished” and experi- 
mental, they have a freshness and 
spontaniety impossible in a finished 
work. It has only been im the last 
century that people have realized 
these possibilities in sketches and 
drawings and have looked at them 
with interest and pleasure. It was 
not until 1880 that enough interest 
Was aroused in perhaps the most 
well-known ‘sketches in existence, 
the notebooks of Leonardo da Vinci, 
to justify the first publications of 
the manuscripts. 


The exhibition of Tchelitchew’s 
drawings contains sketches related 
to the two most important of his 
paintings to date, Phenomena and 
Hide and Seek. Such pictures de- 
mand much observation, philoso- 
phy, and discipline, and the result- 
ing works are profound and com- 
plex expressions. Many of the fig- 
ures in Phenomena and almost 
every detail of Hide and Seek have 
antecedents somewhere else in the 
; work of Tchelitchew and are there- 
; fore the results of a long and grad- 
ual development of the themes and 
their composition. 


Phenomena, painted in 1938, is a 
large canvas containing a multi- 
etude of freaks and deformities, ex- 
aggerated and distorted into a ter- 
rible reflection of the degenerate- 
ness and destructiveness of the 
era. Hide and Seek began with a 
sketch of an old, gnarled tree seen 
by Tchelitchew in England in 1937 
and was further elaborated by the 
introduction of children playing 
hide and seek in the branches.
